“ THEIR PROGRAM 


Conference Will Be Brought lo 


Close Tonight. 


SOCIAL SIDE IS UPPERMOST 


Louisville's Exemplification of the Best 
Traditions of Southern 
H o s p i t a l i t y 
Has Given the Visiting Executives 
Little Time For Indulgence in Learn­ 
ed Discussions of the Mere Affair* 


of State and Government. 


Louisville, Ky„ Dec. I —Discussion 
on “Conservation from the Standpoint 
of the State, 
“Employers’ Liability 
and Workmen’s Compensation Acts," 
■“Power of the Government,’’ a lunch­ 
eon at the Seelbaeh hotel, and recep­ 
tion at the W om an’s club last night, 
ended the first d a y s session of the 
conference of governors in Louisville. 
It became manifest early that the busi­ 
ness features of the m eeting of the 
governors of the various states would 
have to be either confined to brief in­ 
tervals. when entertainm ents were not 
In order, or eliminated entirely. 
It 
was decided to eliminate discuss^ ii- 
of the election of senators by popular 
vote, Income tax am endm ents, e t c . 
and to devote all the time possible in 
the business meetings to discussions 
of other subject* already arranged. 
Last night there was an executive ses­ 
sion w h i c h last* d for an hour and a 
half, but the m easures brought before 
the governors were no;* iven out for 
publican n. 
It is stated, however, 
that many of the subjects which were 
to have been taken up at this session 
of the conference were killed. 
“Conservation of human life 
will 
be another subject which will be taken 
up this afternoon. 
The employers 
liability law, child labor, pollution of 
streams, health, tube rculosis and other 
phases of conservation of human life 
will be touched upon during the dis­ 
cussion. 
It has been decided by the governors 
of the conference to bring the m eet­ 
ings to a close this evening.

From this case it appears th a t the 
su ltan ’s favorite daughter was suffer­ 
ing from a dangerous attack of appen­ 
dicitis, and the European doctors ad­ 
vised him that an operation was nec­ 
essary to save her life. The sultan In­ 
quired about the nature of the opera­ 
tion and was shocked a t the idea of 
having his daughter cut open. 
“Show me first,” he said, “th a t you 
can do this without killing a person 
and I may let you operate on my 
daughter. 
If you cure her I will pay 
you any price you ask.” 
The doctors immediately seized 
the 
first helpless person they met. 
It hap­ 
pened to be the girl Schneider, who 
was leaving the hospital after recover­ 
ing from a minor ailment. 
In spite of 
her outcries they shoved her in a car­ 
riage and carried her off to the im­ 
perial palace. 
An operation room was 
prepared there, and they removed the 
girl’s appendix under the eyes of the 
sultan, who watched the process with 
close attention. 
She recovered quick­ 
ly, and then the sultan allowed the 
operation to he 
performed 
on his 
daughter.

wives Abdul Hamid left behind him

TO S E L L M A R K T W A IN ’S L IB R A R Y 


In a few weeks the library of the 
late Samuel L- Clemens will be sold 
at auction. This, like other instances 
of its kind, seems a great pity. There 
is a personalty or at least an indi­ 
viduality. about a carefully selected 
library which deserves a longer lease 
of life than usually conies to it. To 
men of culture and refinement who 
have the m eans there is no occupa­ 
tion in life of more enjoym ent or prof­ 
it than collecting a library—not a col­ 
lection of books for show', but one for 
personal reading. T he man who loves 
books loves nothing of a m aterial sort 
so well. Yet practically all such col­ 
lections are dissipated under the auc­ 
tioneer’s ham m er. 
We have so many books these days, 
so many free libraries that a private 
library seems to have lost the com­ 
manding im portance it once possess­ 
ed. Down at the Ridgway branch of 
the Philadelphia library may be seen 
in a room the Loganian library, the 
collection 
which 
belonged 
to 
the 
friend and deputy of William Penn. 
Even in the new world the young Ixs 
gan found tim e to enjoy literature. 
and his collection of books was the 
finest in this hemisphere* it is a pleas­ 
ure to h a v e it unimpai ed to this day. 
One feels he knows the man better 
after spending 
-ome hours in 
hat 
room, even if he is not so familiar 
with Greek and Latin as the original 
owner. 
Aside from those volumes which are 
highly prized by “collectors,” and are 
valued for other than m ere literary 
worth, alm ost every private library 
sold at auction goes for a fraction of 
its original cost— twenty-five per cent 
being a liberal estimate. Yet the books 
are more valuable than when 
new 
because they have intim ate as-ocia- 
tions with a scholarly man, not to 
mention autographs or 
notes 
fre­ 
quently found. 
We put too large a 
premium upon mere newness. Second­ 
hand .bookstores contain m any rich 
treasures which can be bought for 
very little. 
It seems a pity that a carefully se­ 
lected library cannot m aintain its ex­ 
istence and be appreciated as in the 
ow ner’s time. 
But such is not the 
spirit of the age. It is a pity. for as 
Bacon rem arked, “Reading m akeih the 
full m an,” and alm ost 
every 
one 
waste® precious hours which might be 
devoted to informing and entertaining 
books.—Philadelphia Inquirer.
